PITTSBURGH 

DAIRIES 

RIECK-McJUNKIN DAIRY COMPANY 


In 1872, Mr. Edward E. Rieck started his dairy route. Operating by 
himself and his one horse wagon, making milk and cream deliveries in the 
Jane Street section of South Side, Pittsburgh. Before March 3, 1872, 
the same year Mr. Rieck started his business, the area was known as 
Birmingham, Pennsylvania. As hiis business grew he'employed more people 
and added other dairy products including ice cream in 1900. In 1873, 

Mr. McJunkin established his dairy business in the Pittsburgh area. 

McJunkin Dairy absorbed Straight Dairy and started to do business as 
McJurikin-Straight Dairy Company. There were two locations in Pittsburgh, 
Liberty Street & 30^ and Liberty Market. In 1917, Edward E. Rieck Co. 
absorbed the McJunkin-Straight Dairy Company 

The Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co. was established in 1917, as a Pennsylvania 
Corporation. Its main dairy and offices at 1345 Forbes Street, Pittsburgh 
remained the same as before incorporation. Mr. Rieck continued to acquire 
only well established dairies by outright purchasing, until he became the 
largest dairy company in Western Pennsylvania. His outright purchases of 
dairies did not stop in Pennsylvania, but went south to Elkins, West 
Virginia and Cumberland, Maryland. Mr. Rieck's expansion program continued 
in the corporative areas, by acquiring controlling stock in other large 
dairy corporations. These dairies covered an area from Illinois to New 
Jersey and New York. The Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co., and as mother corporation 
to other dairy companies, at one point of time became the largest in the 
world. The complexity of the Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co. is so massive I can 
not cover it in this article. To give you an idea of the size of Rieck- 
McJunkin Dairy Co. and its corporative system on December 31, 1924 its 
net worth was $15,407,6D8.86. This annual report was after provisions 
for dividends that were paid to stock holders for a full year. This did 
not cover its' National Dairy operation, that had 31 plants in 23 cities 
and towns. Annually it produced 12,000,000 gallons of ice cream in 
addition to its full line of dairy products. The Rieck-McJunkin Dairy 
operated until 1952. In 1953 it is listed as Rieck Dairy Co. and associated 
with Sealtest. Sealtest Foods, a division of Krafto Corp., built a new 
dairy complex on Noblestown Road in the upper West End section of Pittsburgh. 
November 28, 1972, Sealtest reported of having pension labor problems and was 



quiting business in Pittsburgh. Beverly Farms of Pittsburgh took over the 
milk and ice cream customers. Beverly Farms has since gone bankrupt. The 
Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co. building at Forbes still stands and is used as a 
warehouse complex. The Sealtest building is used as an office complex. 

I feel Mr. Edward E. Rieck was a very ambitious person. He was well 
established with a city long block dairy at Forbes and other dairy locations 
before the depression years. The Prohibition Amendment helped him, as 
people that gathered at saloons would congregate over milk shakes at soda 
fountains. The national growth demanded more dairy products. The right 
moves in the corporative system without personal financing were his biggest 
stepping stones to success. The Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co. reached its peak 
in the early 1920's. 

The following Rieck-McJunkin Dairy Co. token is listed in TAMS as maverick 
,^5999 and in Melvin Reiter's MILK OR DAIRY TRADE TOKENS . The token turns up 
occasionally in the Pittsburgh area, but not to often. At this time I call 
it a scarce dairy token. The numbers on the obverse varies. The numbers 
I know of, I've either seen, have rubbings of, or have owned are 2,-6, 9, 

17, 18, 20, 24, 29, & 31• I know of different tokens with duplicate numbers. 
Some are solid and others are pierced (3-mm) carrying the same number. The 
pierced hole varies at different points toward the outer edge. 

In my opinion there are other numbers. The numbers were assigned to 
different schools (these tokens were sold to the schools). The milkman 
received the same number of tokens as milk delivered. At the dairy, he was 
credited for the returned tokens. The hole was used to keep them together 
on a ring, wire, nail, or etc.

Again, I don't want to go into 
the corporative structure and 
its subsidiaries; I'll try to 
keep it brief. Kydrox Corpor¬ 
ation and Rieck-McJunkin Dairy 
made up the nucleus of the 
National Dairy Corporation which Mr. Rieck headed the ladder 
as Chairman of the Board. The Bridgeman - Russell Co. in 
New York was taken over, and was to be known as the Edward E. 
Rieck Company, Inc. Around 1925» both National Dairy 
Companies put on a heavy advertising campaign in the metroplis 
area. Most likely the push was for Hydrox Ice Cream.

In addition to issuing tolcens and medals, many individuals 
and companies also issued a wide assortment of other interesting 
items to advertise their establisiiments and wares. In this 
’’regular" column I hope to present a short history and some 
examples of these other collectibles. I also invite any short 
articles or input from our members. 

Taade Cards 

In the 1800’s, the trade card or advertising card was probably 
the most popular of the advertising methods. Black and white 
cards can be found dating back to the early 1800’s, vVith the 
issuance of color cards in the 1870’s, the”collecting of the 
cards became a favorite pastime. This popularity lasted into 
the 1890’s when other forms of advertising began to replace 
the card. These cards can be a beautif’ul and relatively in¬ 
expensive highlight to any display or collection of exonumia.

DAHLBERG HOSPITAL RADIO TOKENS 


BY GARY PIPHER 


The following list of Dahlberg Hospital Radio Tokens was sent to 
me many years ago by another collector, Kermit Streeter. All pieces 
listed by Mr. Streeter were owned by him or rubbings were sent to him. 

I have added the New York State pieces in my collection to this list. 
(Also, the listing of 17 additional pieces has been added by Jim 
Kriss.) In trying to contact Mr. Streeter, formerly of North Wales, 

Pa., mail was returned address unknown. 

I ran into Jim Kriss at the annual D.V.V.A. Token Show, held this 
year in Mt. Laurel, NJ, and he mentioned that he collected these radio 
tokens. I am sending him this listing with the hopes that it will be 
published by PATCO and that other collectors will add to the list. 

All Dahlberg Radio Tokens I have seen are made of zinc, are round 
with a center hole, and are 17mm in size. The name of the hospital is 
on the obv. with the rev. having RADIO TOKEN / Rays around the center 
hole / Dahlberg / Star depicted. 

An article by Melvin Fuld on these tokens appeared in the December 
^970 N^UMISMATIST pgs 1787-8. The St. Cloud, MN and Franklin, Pa. tokens 
were illustrated. Mr. Fuld states that "In hospitals one purchased 
these tokens to obtain entertainment at various intervals of the day. 
While many were issued, almost all were redeemed as money was very 
tight." He further states "Dahlberg issued them for every hospital 
that had a franchise for their radios." 

I hope this listing will start other collectors of these interesting 
tokens and that current collectors will check their collections and add 
to this list.

THE "h” IN PITTSBURGH

For a period of over 19 years, Pittsburgh, Pa. lost a part of 
itself. It lost the "h" in Pittsburgh. From December 23, 1891 until 
July 19, 1911, it was officially spelled Pittsburg. It was all a 
result of the United States Board of Geographic Names in 1890, which 
ruled that names pronounced "berg" should be spelled "burg" and those 
like "through" should be written "boro". This all became official when 
President Benjamin Harrison approved their listing on December 23, 1891. 

It was not until 1911, when the board was forced to reconvene to consider 
the matter by many prominent citizens, that the "h" was returned to 
Pittsburgh. 

A word of caution to the collector. Using the presence or lack 
of the "h" to attribute a token, etc. is not sure fired. Many people's 
spelling was hap-hazard at best and mail to this day is still sent to 
Pittsburg, Pa. The city's leading newspaper. The Pittsburgh Press, 
continued to use "burg" well into the 1930's, as can be noted on the 
Lincoln Essay Cantest medals of the time. Also keep in mind when at¬ 
tempting to attribute mavericks that there is a: 

Pittsburg County, Oklahoma 
Pittsburg, California 
Pittsburg, Kansas 
Pittsburg, Texas 

(Did I miss any?)

FOKT LIGONIER ENTRANCE TOKENS 


by Dick Gaetano 


Historic Fort Ligonier is located about 50 miles from Pittsbvirgh, Pa. 

In 1758 the British organised their strength to drive the French from the 
New World by simultaneotxs attacks on Quebec, Grown Point, Niagara, and 
Duquesne. General Forbes was assigned the task of taking Fort Duquesne, 
decided to abandon the Braddock route and extend the path westward through 
the forests from recently completed Fort Bedford. 

The distance to the forks of the Ohio was too great for an army to travel 
without rest and reprovisioning. At the site of an Indian village called 
"Loyalhannon" which lay almost half way from Bedford, it was decided to build 
a fortified camp to serve as the "staging area" for the final assualt of 
Fort Duquesne (Pittsburgh). 

Col. James Burd, with an advanced party of 1500 men began work on the 
Fort Sept. 3» 1758. The main or inner fort was a square with bastions at 
each comer, almost 200 ft. on a side. 

Forbes army moved from Bedford, Pa. over forest roads to Fort Ligonier. 

By mid-October, Col. Washington and his Va. regimnet had joined the rapidly 
growing force there but not until the fort had already repulsed several severe 
attacks by the French and Indians on Oct. 12. 

After resting and reprovisioning, Forbes army advanced to Fort Duquesne 
and captvired it on Nov. 2$, 1758. At this time, 7000 troops were stationed 
at Fort Ligonier. Forbes re-named Fort Duquesne Fort Pitt in honor of the 
Prime Mnister of England and renamed "the camp on the Loyalhannon" Fort 
Ligonier in honor of Sir John Ligonier, Commander in chief of the British 
army. This fort was never taken by the enemy. The fort was officially abandoned 
in 1765 after seven years. 

In I9U6 the Fort Ligonier Memorial Foiuidation was begun to rebuild the 
Fort. Research ^as begun for the reconstruction which started in 1953 with 
the fort opening to the public in 195U. Several additions and changes were 
made in the following years, i960 was the start of "Fort Ligonier Days", the 
annual fall celebration marking the battle fought here Oct. 12, 1758. 

The Fort Ligonier Entmace Token were used in tumstyles until the mid 70's. 
I don't know if they were used from 195U to the mid 1970's but I visited the 
fort almost annually since the early 60's and remember these being sold to gain 
admission. I never remember them being sold as they were intended, adult token 
for adult admission, child token for child admission. I observed them in a box. 


all mixed up. They handed these to you as you paid, hut not as they were 
marked. Possibly at one time they were used as marked but it changed in 
time. The 5 tokens were 1. ADULT 2. CHILD 3. BLAUK h. BLANK 5- COMPLIMENTARY. 
The number 3 and U probably were used in bus group or school group admissions. 

I have interviewed workers and seem to get little information. I was told 
when, they removed the tumstyles the tokens were made up in sets of 5 and sold 
in their gift shop for a few dollars but I never saw any for sale. How many 
they sold or how many were struck is unknown to me. Ity experience has been that 
#1 and 2 are the most common (not that they are) and #3, U and 5 are very scarce. 

I feel sure less 3-U and 5 were minted than 1 and 2 thus the scarcity. I feel 
1 and 2 are $5.00 each items and 3-i+-5 are $10.00 each items. I have never seen 
any of the sets show up at local shows or flea markets. Any additional 
information on these tokens would be appreciated by the author.

OBVERSE ; " Westinghouse First in Atomic Power '.' The Company has produced the 
following firsts and is the recognized leader in the field of atomic 
power: 

-World's first industrial atom smasher in 1937. 

-First full-scale nuclear power plant. 

-Power plant for the first atomic submarine. 

-Atomic reactor for the first full scale electric generating 
plant. 

-First privately financed factory for building atomic power 
plant parts. 

-First contract to develop an atomic engine for a large 
surface ship. 

-First industry-owned reactor for testing and developing 
materials and fuels for atomic power plants. 

-First full-scale homogeneous nuclear reactor for the 
peacetime generation of electric power. 


The fissioning nucleus symbolizes one of the real 
sources of nuclear power - rather than the misleading 
orbiting electrons symbol. 

The emitted neutrons and their paths were designed 
to symbolize force and speed and the transition of 
power from the nucleus to propulsion and generating 
plants. 

The power plant symbolizes all electricity generating 
plants of the future, but more particularily the 
pressurized water reactor plant at Shippingport, Pa. 
which went critical on December 2nd, 1957.

The world has several significances - Westinghouse as a 
world wide organization - Westinghouse as desirous of 
furthering the exploration of the world's atomic power 
resources - the Belgian and Italian reactors - Westinghouse 
as builder of the world's first nuclear propulsion plant. 
The olive branch here signifies world peace and the 
peaceful uses of nuclear energy. 

The "You can be sure" plate is raised to emphasize it's 
extraordinary meaning. It has been made to "stand out" 
as in fact it does. 



The medal is 40mm in diamater, 3mm thick and of antiqued brass. It was 
manufactured by Medallic Art Co., N.Y.C. in 1957. It was designed by Glenn 
Mooney and sculpted by Ralph Menconi. The 15,000 pieces struck were financed 
by Westinghouse Electric Corporation, and issued to individuals and organizations 
who contributed to Westinghouse success.

Born on October 11, 1844> the son of a Bavarian immigrant, Henry John 
Heinz was to establish one of the world's leading commercial food companies. 

By the age of 16, after selling his mother's horse-radish door to door in 
Sharpsburg, Pa., he was managing his familys acre farm, making 3 deliveries 
a week to Pittsburgh. At the age of 21 he purchased half of his fathers brick 
business and 3 years later formed a partnership with L.C. Noble. But in 1869, 
tired of the brick business, Heinz and Noble decided to grow horse-radish. 

In the successive'years they added pickles and celery salt. The period between 
1869 and 1888 saw several changes in partnership and near bankruptcy. In 1888 
it formally became the H.J. Heinz Co. The Heinz factory is noted as a leader 
in employee conditions. The Allegheny, Pa. factory (now the North Side of 
Pittsburgh) contained a restaurant, auditorium, first aid hospital and dental 
clinic. Heinz established medical assistance for its employees and provided 
educational classes, both Industrial and social. He also established The Cavode 
Home for boys and The Sarah Heinz House, a work club for girls. H.J. Heinz proved 

to be very adept in the art of 
advertising. This can be seen in 
the many advertising trade cards, 
postcards, celluloid pins and 
novelties. He also issued toys, 
pickle forks and spoons. And all 
of us have seen the pickle pin, 
of which there are 16 different, 
spaning 1893 to the present. All 
of these items having the world 
famous pickle and 57 logos. In an 
address to the Pittsburgh Chamber 
of Commerce in 1927, H.J. Heinz's 
son Howard explained how his father 
came across the idea of 57 Varieties. 

"For a long time I had been casting 
about for some good word or phrase 
that would aptly convey a true idea 
of our line of goods. We did not 
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want to be known as the pickle people, because we were packing many kinds of 
food that could not be classed as pickles. We needed a phrase that would 
comprehend them all. One day while I was riding on the Sixth Avenue elevated 
railway in New York, I noticed a sign of a concern which announced that it 
had 12 styles of shoes. That gave me an idea. I thought of styles of our 
products, but that did not sound right. Then I thought of kinds, and then the 
word 'varieties' came into mind. I counted them up. The idea of 57 Varieties 
gripped me at once..." With this new advertising slogan in hand, the green 
pickle with 57 Varieties on it appeared on billboards, streetcars, and all of 
the Heinz advertising novelties. 

Following is a list of the H.J. Heinz Co. tokens and medals known to me. 

I venture that it is far from complete. I have not included the watch fobs 
or any of the other small Heinz novelties.

Cataloging 
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6y JIM KRISS 


I didn't know Pennsylvania had a catalog listing of tokens! Where did 
you get the classification numbers? Trading through the mail, setting up 
at flea markets and coin shows, I hear this quite often. Many times I've had 
collectors ask me "How do you know what to price your tokens at?" or "What 
are those letters and numbers on your holders for?" Many people will collect 
a type of exonumia for two or three years before finding out a catalog exists. 
There can never be a single catalog to cover all tokens or medals because it 
is such a massive field. 

I have seen 150 and 250 common tokens for sale at $10.00 to $12.00. With 
one or two bad buys like that you could have bought a catalog. I've known coin 
collectors and dealers with a hand full or bag of tokens, unwilling to part 
with them because of not knowing their value. In a short time after showing 
them the catalogs, they were glad to get rid of what becomes junk to them. 

Unfortunately there is no one book dedicated to Pennsylvania exonumia. 

There are well over two dozen books listing Pennsylvania exonumia as part of 
a given type. This is not counting the listings found in sale and auction 
catalogs and magazines. If a person had all the publications of Pennsylvania 
exonumia, it would not cover a fraction of the "unlisted" pieces. Unlisted 
does not necessarily mean they are rare, only that they have yet to be listed. 

Without a catalog to trade by mail, a description or rubbing must be made 
of each token. This is very time consuming. To do a rubbing- I find a soft 
red graphite pencil does the best job. If you wish to make a photo copy of 
the rubbing, you will find that blue does not work well with most copiers. 

The most important items to me in a good catalog are the following: 

a) Introduction including foreword - time and source compiled information. 
Catalog committee, published date. Clear instructions on how to use 
the catalog to its fullest extent. 

b) Listing - Oriented, so easy to find. Description, plus photo or plates 
of the better pieces. 

c) Value - Price or Rarity scale. (Values may change for one reason or 
another, but you still have an overall view. Notations should be kept.

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In numeric location (towns, cities, etc.) token cataloging, locations 
having tokens are placed in alphabetical order. The transportation catalog 
(T) lists bridges, turnpikes, etc. Each location is given an identification ^ 
number in sequence from 001 to 999. There are number gaps for future token 
listings. The problem is that not enough gap was left between numbers. Also, 
there has not been a uniformity between catalogers using the same location I.D. 
numbers. The catalogers have assigned the numbers not knowing what the other 
persons location I.D. number is. It is very frustrating to go through an entire 
collection changing the catalog numbers, but easier now than latter when the 
collection has grown even larger. Once the problem has been corrected and all 
of the whole numbers have been used, one could then adopt a decimal system for 
future cataloging. 

People collect Pennsylvania tokens in different ways. Some collect all, 
or part of the state such as East, West, county, towns or even certain types of 
tokens from Pennsylvania. The following list may help you in cataloging your 
collection of Pennsylvania. 

Please note: 

* after location means the same location having 2 different numbers 
or the location number is out of order. 

* after the I.D. number means the same I.D. number was used by 2

OLDE BREWERY

The Beaver Valley Brewery was in¬ 
corporated in 1903 in Rochester, Pa., 
along the waterfront of the Ohio River. 
The Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railroad ran in front of the brewery, 
allowing for easy shipment of cases and 
kegs to Western Pennsylvania, Eastern 
Ohio and Northern West Virginia. 


In 1905 , the brewery employed forty 
men with a yearly output of 50,000 
barrels. Ten teams of horses were used 
to transport the beers, ales and porters 
to various hotels and establishments 


throughout the valley. The brew kettle had a capacity of 200 barrels. The brewery 
was enourmous compared to neighboring buildings. It occupied two acres and in¬ 
cluded a bottle house and a 25 ton ice plant. For reasons unknown, the brewery 
went out of business after 1910. In 1936 the big Saint Patricks Day Flood 
washed away most of the smaller buildings along the river front. This left the 
old brewery by itself. 

The building now houses a billiard hall, pin ball and video arcade, an archery 
range, and bowling lanes. The bottom floor is occupied by a bar that takes its name 
from the original occupant. One can sit on a stool and look at the original brick¬ 
work. Just Imagine all the beer barrels being rolled out and the wonderful aroma 
of hops and barley floating about. 



These bar chips are currently in use. They come in five colors: red, white, 
green, gray and yellow. They are made of plastic and are 28mm wide.

The Cork Nickle

THE CORK NICKEL 

Designed by Harry P. Sharrer. the Cork Nickel- 
issued as a souvenir of the 75th Anniversary—went on 



at any Beaver Falls store, or redeemable at any Beaver 
Falls bank until February 1, 1944. 

I found this ad in a program booklet of the Beaver Falls Diamond Jubilee. 

The obverse depicts a scene of the Beaver River before the town was founded. 

The reverse is as follows: DIAMOND JUBILEE / CORK NICKEL / GOOD / IN 

TRADE AT / ANY STORE OR / REDEEMABLE / AT ANY BANK IN / BEAVER FALLS / EXPIRES / 
FEB-1-1944 / JAN-10-1944 5 (inside octagon) JAN-21-1944. There are 2 varietie 

red and black. It is 48mm round. 

This cork nickel was made at a local firm, The Armstrong Cork Co. which is 
still in business today. This came in handy because of the metal shortage due 
to World War II. Although this token is not rare, it is hard to find in decent 
condition. Just like the fibre pieces produced in the same era. Other cork 
pieces may exist, but this is probably the only town anniversary cork nickle.

Thanks to Duane Feisel and his fine publications of two hard boiuid copies 
of Parking Tokens of The World, a substantial fraternity of collectors has 
formed. Unfortunately, since issuing the 1973 edition, Duane has developed 
other interests that has resulted in an enormous gap and a serioxis need for 
a continuing listing.
